the face of the Earth, To her Heads and 
Rulers therefore I am willing to offer this 
entrance of the Remonſtrance of my Cauſe, 
in a comperdious Tratt, by the repreſentation 
of Real in, the Rule of the Law and Pro- 
phets, the Fudgment of wiſe and holy Judges, 
the Commandments, Dottrine and _—_

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y and 
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of the LORD FESUS, with what elſe 
occahionally may be #tervenally inſerted 
inthe ſame; to be placed as a Looking- 
glaſſe of Equity in all the Courts of Fadi- 
catory 1n her City. 

I Foha the Servant of FE SH $ [in the 
holy and blefled Calling of the Quaking 
and Trembling at the Word of the LORD 


GOD] upon the fxth day of the fourth 


moneth, 1n the year, 1658, arrived inthe 
City of Rome, with humble defire of attain- 


ing ſight and ſpeech with the Pope ; the 


which not fooliſhly, or preſumpt#onſly did I 


ſeek ; but 1n all ſobriety and modeity, made 


orderly proceed, in as many [ſteps as I 
rod in the path of this progreſs ; the which 
is well known unto divers of Emment Re- 
port of your own Sect, within your City 
Walls. 

Foraſmuch as firſt of all, I opened my 
defired Parpoſe,and ſaid End, unto Thomas 
( ourtney, Jeſuite, and Engliſh Confeſſor of 
Peters, from whom 1 received Advice, .

progreſs, by paſſing, next and immediately 
from him, to Fohn Crey, Iriſhman, and 
Chaplain to the Pope ; before whom 1n like 


manner I ſpread my ſaid Deſire, as an #1-

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folded ſheet upon a ſmooth floor. ' At which 
time ſeveral words paſſed between us, of 
which I retain a full remembrance, though 
not eſteemed of ſuch weight, but may be 
waved at preſent, to the end, Lizes of more 
#onſequence, and more properly pertinent to 
the ſtant purpoſe, may rule the fide of my 
Paper ; and therefore do proceed, ſhew- 
ing ; 
That upon the eighth of the ſaid monti 
and year, I was ( by the Chief Marſhal of 
the City, and his Guard) taken out of Bed, 
in my Lodging, at the fign of the Cock, in 
Piazza Forxaſe, (tripped of all things, ex- 
cept th2 Apparrel which 1 wore ; and fo 
at a late hour of the night was led bound to 
one of the New Piſons, where the ſecond 
day 1 was briefly rmerrogated by the Gover-

againſt a Law, or that you had made void 
and zwull that Law, which you may ſay,that 
my Writings Were againl(t ; then, as afore- 
ſaid, could not I have writes the things 
Which I have writtez 10',your Inquiſition- 
Priſon ?

Fifthly, Becauſe that all R:ighteons Laws 
of G OD in Nations, touching Fas Cr:- 
mal, and Crimes Cap:tal, are no more to 
0ne perſon particular, than unto all men 14 
xeneral ; And therefore my adh1b1tzon at 
latt, to write things of the ſame zatwre and

Foraſmuch alſo as for more than two 
years ſpace (as precited) and in like man- 
nerin the interval of the ſaid time, as op- 
portunities, ſundry and divers, were pre- 
ſented, 1 having in the ſpirit of ſobriety 
moved, and modeftly urged for an open, 
farr and legal'Tryal, according to the holy 
Law of G OD, and of his Sen FE SUS 
( HRIST, which righteouſly segulateth 
among 
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among his Church, the which was many 
times promiſed, but being hitherto never 
performed, may give juſt occaſion unto every 
perſon of prudent underſtanding , which 
hath,ox may hear thereof, to conceive that 
my continued Reſtriftion,thus debarred from 
the Judgment of the Law of Equity, is of the 
nature of Apeſtacy from, and conſequently 
in Aztzpathy unto the ſage, moral Ty of hu-

Firſt, Becauſe the ſimple, proper, pure, 
ſod, and ſole end of the Law of GOD, and 
all Righteous Lays of Nations, is really, 
ghteouſly, and equally, for the expedition of 
judgment on every T ranſgreſſor, tor the fatt

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of his T rarſgreſſion, without reſpe& of pet- 
ſons, for the perfetting Righteouſneſs in the 
Earth : and Where the ed of the Lawis 
made void, there the ſubſtance of the whole 
Law is deſtroyed, 

Secondly, B:cauſe prmſhment inflicted 
upon any man by any udge or Magiſtrate 
which hath a Law without Fudgment, and 
open Convithioa by the Law, 1s not, accord- 
ing to Homes, fo much an at df 
Equity, as duectiy contrary to all Law, and 
unreaſonable conſtriction of the cruelty of 
Tyramy ; and ſvch an Att ſtains the glory 
of his Ti1ounal of Amthority : For by a 
Law he holdeth the Seat of his Superiority, 
and che Rignteouinels of Judgement, by 
the Law being the Glory of the Charr 
his Magi#racy ; Judgment being pervert- 
ed, the Juſt Tr:br1nal is overturned, and 
thereby the G/ory thereot rencred as a ſtage 
of Infamy : And thus rhe Law being v6 
lated, mark what follows, The Land by ar 
righteouſneſs ruined. 

Thirdly, Becauſe the conſtriction, and

Fourthly, Becauſe 1t 1s expreſly in oppo- 
ſon to the pure Nature of GOD your Cre- 
ator, Who looketh for the work of Judgment 
in the Land, and ſent Judgment into that 
Land, in which the Righteouſneſs thereof 
was ſcanted ; and where againſt the ead of 
the Law, the Judgment thereof is found 
delayed and ſuſpended, there the meaſwre 1s 
{canied, and the ballance falhhed upon the 
Stall; and there the preſumptuous Luſt of 
rational and #n{atiable Will rulerh in the 
Seat of wrongful Revenge, in the enmity to 
the Righteouſneſs of the Law it ſelf, which 
was added of Chriſt for the regulaiing of 
that g/utrozozs Luſt of the ſpirit of Revenge; 
and, ſo where the Trdgment of Truth is al- 
Wayes ſwſperded, thers the wrongs and 17- 
juries heaped upon the Jxnocent , never. 
come (by the Magiſtrate ) to be rewoved 
and ended, 

Fifthly, 
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Fifthly, Becauſe that in the Land where 
Judgment 1s not equally practiſed, but un- 
righreouſly derarded, and tediouſly ſuſper- 
ded, the fame thereof breaks an let in 
that Land, unto all Aſaults, Deceits, 
Wrongs, Robberies, Riots, Rapes and Mur- 
ders ; For there the Judge's 1nſolexcres is 
made the preſident of the Subjetts Villanre:; 
and there the two can ſup of oxe cap in the 
communieation,{aying, Groe me of thy Broth, 
and lo, thou ſhalt partake of my Bread : And 
thus the Faſt is violently led to laneuiſh in 
the Land. 

S:xthly, Becauſe through the ſuſpenſe 
of the Juſt Judgment of the Law ( which 
was added becauſe of Tranſgreffion, and 
provided as God's Ordinance, for the 
removal of Oppretlion) as the Innocent is 
thereby on the one hand oppreſſed, and his 
Yoak, not broken, but ffreagthened ; (o by 
the lame, on the other hand, the Trayſ- 
grefſor alſo receives not his dxe, but 1 
wrong ; and ſo no man hath r:ght by the

E:ghthly, Becauſe the righteous Son of 
GOD, marked out that ##j#t Fudge, (by

the oppreſſed and wronged Widow, and judged 
it not for the ſake of Juſtice and Equity, 
but detarded it, until he found himſelf 

wearied with the Widows wportaumty. 
Ninthly, Becauſe the very Fews hard- 
heartedneſs ſ»ſpended not the Tryal of the 
[ Juſt 
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Tut Man F E SH $, by keeping him Ty 


years, or more, under the temptation of the 
ſeverity of Bonds, to make him deny his 
Caling,and conſequently the Father Which 
ſent him, but quickly and publickly (though 
unrighteouſly and againſt Law ) judging 
Him worthy of Death, expoſed him to the 
pangs of the ſame; and becauſe alſo the 
Jews in the ſame wnbelief and hardneſs of 
heart, and the Gentiles in the Heathen[m 
and Pagamſm, divers times gave Audience, 
to the open Declaration of Pax! theApoltle 
in defence of his A:ghteorus Cauſe, More- 
over, though it might have been appre- 
hended as an Afﬀrozt to his Conntry-men, 
when he the ſaid Apg#e, in the day of his 
Tryal in the Court of Fudicatwre, appealed 
[ from them | unto Ceſar, yet becauſe of 

the Law, had his Appeal afl:ntzd him. 
Tenthly, Becauie That Perſon whoſo- 
ever, that under preterce of a Law,violates 
the XKighteonſueſs of the Law, by perverting 
the Law (as the Jews did in the Judgment 
of Jeſus) or by unequal ſ»ſperding of the 
Law, WiC 1s given into his hands, as 4 
Stewardſh'p, to handle, in equal admin- 
{tration of ;z65t Judgment unto all, without 
ſnſperfe or reſpec! of jerſonus, thus wilfully 
acting 


as a Remonſlrance, &, 1x21 
acting in contrariety to all true hamamty, 
the pure practice of Chriſtianity, the haly 
Law of GOD, and Prophets, and nature of 
the tre G OD, appears manifeſtly (in the 
Chryſtal glaſs of the Law of Equity) but 
as a beaſtly, luiFful, lawleſs fighter with his 
borxs of Superiority, upon the high moun- 
tain of Arrogancy, an Oppreſſor of the Poor 
and Simple 1 1s [anvcency; and ſo warreth 
not only ag1init Moſes and the Prophets 
purity, and Chriſt's fauthity, but aic6 againlt 
GOD Almighty his Creator's Divinty ; and 


'thus renders himſelf but 25 oze in the Pa- 


oaniſm and curſed Atheiſm, a ſubjeR of 
the Vengeazce of G O D's Fuſt Judgments 
in the actual work of deſpairation, which 
ſhuts from the :rwe hope of the leaſt drop of 

the Mercy of tne LORD GOD. 
Theſe things I call Si/ver (ſeven times) 
refined, Drops of the Repreſentation of 
Righteous Reaſon, Which in the ſubſtantial, 
prattical, and living chaxels, run down like 
ſtreams from the top of the Monntain of 
Sion, Which ſtands in the midſt of the holy 
City of GOD; the which, if no man can 
confidently ſtand to oppoſe openly to my 
face, yet if any man will wi/flly with- 
Rand in ſecret behind my back, let him

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ſend me in wr:t:ng the ſtrength of his Oy. 
poſitron , and with further previledge, I in 
the only ſtrength of GOD, may haply ſhey 
his confuſion, that ſo the work of Righteonſ. 
neſs may proſper in the Land, the which is 
ſincerely deſired, But finally, if approved, 
and not oppoſed, then in F#ſtice, without 
further ſ#ſpenſe, let them ſerve to the ef. 
fect of one of the enſuing Propoſitions. 

1, Either for my far, open, cleer, pub- 
lick, and legal Tryal at Tribunal of Law, if 
any man hath juſtly to charge me as a 
T ranſgreſſor. 

2, Or, if not a T ruſgreſſor, then to be 
righteouſly acquitted of theſe Boxds. 

In a word, Conſider in ſoberneſs, O ye 
Heads and Rulers of ROME, that if by 
any man's means I ſtand wrongfully repre- 
ſented before you, as a tra»ſgreſſor; whether 
more than Two years Impriſonment, doth 
not equivolently. aaſwer tuch a Law, as 
counteth not the repreſented Fatt to be ſo 
criminal, as hat it is worthy of the cogm- 
zance of Judgment at the Bar of Tribunal : 
For. my Ged weigheth all things in an 
equal ballance. 

Summarily, if the ſfrozg will of caufleſs 
ircational Revenge, hath not glutted her 
appe-

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appetite on me, I am {11 the ſame, in 
= ſame Kingdom of the Content and Pa- 
trence; as yeſterday, ſo alſo to day, even un- 
to the /aft day, until her greedy mouth hath 
ſucked my /aFt blood and breath, and ſo this 
very Priſon to be made the Ax of Execu- 
tron of a Martyr of Feſms. And know ye 
to the utmoſt, that I am of the Spirit of 
Stephen, and Life of the Lord, which pray-

to appear” in their behalf; to plead their 
I 3 caule 
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cauſe for them ; which the God of Heaven 
knows that I did ( without an Earthly Re- 
ward)with the thenGovernor of that City; 
(who ſometime before that, ſent me up Pri 
foner to Dublin, proſecuting my Life, be- 
cauſe I had written about three ſheets of 
Paper, that repreſented the ſore Grievances 
and beavy Oppreſſions of all thy Children in 
that Land, which none of them inſtigated 
me unto, but Was only carned forth there- 
unto in the Mercies, Pities and Compaſſion 
that God had put into my foul, beholding 
them a bleeding People ) Wirth the ſaid Go- 
vernour I pleaded ( for the ſaid perſons) 
firſt, in his private houſe, and next, with 
him, and all the Committioners, in the 
open Court of JuStice, and obtained a War 
rast for the delivery of the ſaid Priſoners, 
- which I went perſonally to ſee execnted; 
but the Marſhal, hoping to gain Money, 
diſobeyed it; which made me go a ſecond 
time to the Coaurr,and open the Caxſe afreſh, 
whereby I obtained my Deſire as full as | 
could poflibly expect; for with a ſecond Or- 
der 1 returned to the Priſoz ( not giving 
truſt to any humane eye beſides my own ) 
and ſaw them all delivered; at which time 
many fell down upon their knees to mein

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the open ſtreet, worſhiping me as if I were 
a God, and not a man; Which I then de- 
nied, remembring the words of Chriſt, and 
of the Azgel, that ſaid, thou ſhalt worſhip 
GOD, an4Him oxly ſhalt thou worſhip. 

Befides, other times I, have appeared 
for ſom? poor Widows, being formerly of 
emmency and repute in the World, and thy 
Children,and many other Roman Catholicks 
n their diftrefles; and G OD Almighty 
knows that the Pitties of my ſoul were 
ſuch to them all, that I was ſo far from 
expecting a G!ſt for all that I did for them, 
that befhdes my Evpences in ſeveral Foxr- 
mes to ſerve their needs, my hand was 
open: to all, and not one of thyChildren can 
ſay that he cam2 to my Door for a» Alms, 
and went atvay phy uh . Beſidesall 
this, the G O D of Knowledge remembers 
that I have ſtript off the Apparrel imme- 
diatly from Wo, $62 to cloach thy Childrez 
that I ſaw in-need and want. 

Therefore conſider thee this Caſe, as 
thou wilt appear to be a natural Father : 
And becauſe I have not found Mercy in 
thisCiry anſwerable to the leaſt part of my 
Bowels to thy Children in their wofzul 4i- 
ſtreſſes, yer ſhew me Juſtice bu: to plead my

ceedingly W2onged in my body, once eſpe- 
cially my Toxturers came into the Room, 
by whom I was ftript of all mp Cloathes 
from top to toe, and wiih the aforeſaid [x- 
firument fell #poz m2, and cid in ſuch man- 
ner beat me With the ſame | as JT] was fark 
naked | that they left me from the very 
crown of the head unto tne ſoals of my feet, 
black and bloovp, having broken their z- 
ſtrument about me. I migat ſpeak and 
write that which would fill many Yolumns 
of my Sufferings , boih 1n bo«y and ſpirit, 

winch 
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which are well known unto God, but in 
brief may ſum up all in a ſhort ſaying, not 
mentioning the many Particulars Which 
were day after day, and »:ght after »ght 
exerciſed upon me ; as revilings , mock: 
ings, infamous names , beatings by Mad- 
men, With other abuſes, which in modeſty I 
cannot Well expreſs by Pex, but may ſay 
thus, (v:z.)even ſuch as paſſeth the bounds 
of all humanity, when I have been kyeel- 
ing at Prayer, and when I have been walk- 
27 in Praiſes and T hanksgrvmngs unto God, 
Ah! canTI number, can I number again 
the many thouſands of Temptations that at- 
tended me, beſides blows, wounds, mocks 
and ſuch-like abuſes ? tryed with Wine, 
proved with Women, tempted with Riches 
and Donour, and all the Pleaſures that ever 
my heart could deſire ; after that I was 
threatned even day after day, and night after 
might ; ſometimes with Toztures, and 
ſometimes with Death ; by Gallows, by 
Fire, and ſometimes ſ#br:lly by Poyſon; 
Well, what ſhall I ſay? I have read the 
Sufferings of Fob, and the Slaughters of 
many of the Martyrs, but yet this can I ſay

yers, Phyſicians, and all the wiſe Comncil 
and Counſellors in Rome, were fallen ſo far 
from the kzowledge of G O D, and degene- 
rated fo much below hamane Reaſon, as not 
to judge of a humane ſtate in a more ratio- 
nal ſort, than to conclude me to be a Mad- 
man, that Soul was in a molt miſerable 


deſtroying ſtate that ſhould truſt unto theit|

Inally, Whereas there are divers 
that have accuſed me and” my 
Brethren, as being perſons, which mn 
the botrom of - our hearts are Papijts, 
This may plainly ſerve as a Teſtimony 
very ſubſtantial, that we are ſo judged 
apon none other than a wrong and 
falſe account, as hath been demon- 
ſtrated by Dottrine, Life, Example, 
and /arge Suffering, among ſuch per- 
ſens, and in ſuch places as are counted 
the moſt reputed Papiſts upon the face 
of the Earth: Which is more than 
ever Luther, Calvin, or any Proteſtant 
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or other Sect, teſithed or witneſſed, 
v1z. againlt rhe perſons in the ſame 
place ; yea, than any wouid be wil- 
ling to do amongſt all the Sets in 
England, that cry againſt Pope and 
Popery here at hGme 1a their own Li- 
berties, or upon /o/t Cufh10ns on Pul- 
pits : yea, I can ſay,that I have found 
many that have falfly accuſcd me of 
Popery, that would not for a King's 
Ranſom go to Rome, and cry againſt 
it, as I have done; and therefore their 
own Conſctences may rather accuſe 
themſelves of Decerpt , or'at leaſt- 
wiſe, as Back6:ters, whilſt they ſpea
